I am  again  privileged  to  record  a satis- 
factory condition  of  the  Health  in  the  Borough. 

In  considering  our  own  health  returns  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  pi  eliminary  figures  issued 
hv  the  Registrar  General  sliow  that  during  1912 
872.800  births  and  486,982  deaths  were  registered 
in  England  and  Wales,  showing  a natural  increase 
of  population  of  385,818  compared  with  an  annual 
average  of  395,462  in  the  preceding  five  years. 

The  Birth  Rate  fell  below  any  figures  pre- 
viously recorded— viz.,  to  23*8  per  1000. 

The  Death  Rate  was  also  the  lowest — 13*3  per 
1000,  being  1*9  lower  than  the  average  for  the  10 
})receding  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  of  95  per  1000  births 
is  also  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for  the  Country,  the 
average  for  the  last  10  years  being  125. 

Epidemic  diseases  caused  36,123  deaths  and 
violence  19,814. 

The  population  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  the 
middle  of  1912  was  estimated  at  45,662,572,  England 
and  Wales  having  36,539,636  inhabitants,  Scotland 
4,738,300,  and  Ireland  4,384,636. 

I thought  these  figures  might  he  interesting.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Health  Committee, 


The  Health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1912,  as 
estimated  by  the  general  mortality,  was  in  a most  satisfactory 
condition,  the  Death  rate  of  14  7 per  1,000  being  the  lowest  we 
have  ever  had,  and  the  lowest  in  the  District  with  the  exception 
of  Wallasey.  « 

The  Infantile  Death  rate,  98  per  1000  births,  is  also  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough,  and  37  below  the  average 
(13.5)  for  the  last  10  years. 

The  average  death  rate  in  Birkenhead  during  the  past  ten 
years  was  equal  16*0  per  1,000  persons  living.  During  the 
five  years  1907-1911  it  was  15‘4.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that 
the  death  rate  of  the  Borough  is  steadily  declining,  showing 
the  town  to  be  in  a healthy  and  satisfactory  condition. 
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The  birth  rate  for  tlie  year,  28  2,  is  nearly  the  same 
as  last  year,  ami  is  satisfactory,  being  oae  of  the  highest 
rates  in  the  country  and  higher  than  the  average  (24’9)  for 
the  95  provincial  towns.

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Density  of  po[)ulation  p.er  acre  has  much  to  do  with  the 
health  conditions  of  the  people,  and  I thought  it  might  be 
interesting  and  instructive  to  consider  what  is  being  done  in  this 
matter  under  our  presf^nt  building  bye-laws.  I have  therefore 
measured  up  certain  areas  in  the  N.W.  district  of  the  tovn  which 
have  been  built  upon  within  the  last  few  years,  with  tlie  full 
sanction  of  the  Corporation  as  being  in  accordance  with  the  bye- 
laws, and  therefore  presumably  fullilling  all  the  necessary 
conditions  of  health. 

The  areas  in  question  are  as  follows,  the  measurements  being 
taken  from  the  latest  Ordnance  Survey,  viz.  : — 

1.  The  area  bounded  by  Park  Hoad  North,  Bidston  Avenue 

and  Alderley  Avenue,  including  the  sites  of  Seeley, 
Cranbourne,  Alverstone  and  Haldane  Avenues,  contain- 
ing 38791.}  superficial  yards=8  acres  7 1 sq.  yards. 
Number  of  houses,  218. 

2.  The  area  bounded  by  Mallaby  Street,  Norman  Street  and  ^ 

Upper  Brassey  Street,  including  the  sites  of  Elfet  Street, 
Colwyn  Street,  Falkland  Street,  Thornton  Street,  Clifford 
Street,  Kingsley  Street  and  Portland  Street,  containing 
38,877^  sq.  yards=8  acres  157  yards.  Number  of 
houses,  347. 
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3.  The  area  Loundod  by  Laird  Street,  Uj)[)er  Brassey  Street 
and  the  Schools  Pla3'ground,  etc.,  and  including  the  sites 
of  Methuen  Street  and  Buii'lonald  Street,  containing 
11,^88^  sq.  3'ards=nearly  2^  acres.  Number  of 
houses,  98. 

Adding  these  figures  together  we  get  a total  area  of  almost 
18^  acres,  with  663  houses,  equal  to  35-8  houses  per  acre. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  census  the  average  number  of  persons 
per  house  in  Birkenhead  was  5-3  ; so  if  we  multiply  663  x 5 3 we 
get  3514  persons  on  this  total  area,  or  189  persons  per  acre. 

During  the  year  35  deaths  occurretl  in  the  area,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  9*9  per  1000,  as  against  14*7  for  the  whole  Borough. 

The  modern  view  of  sanitarians  is  that  not  more  than  from 
12  to  20  houses  and  100  [)ersons  should  be  allowed  per  acre. 

In  my  opinion  the  above  results  show  that  the  present  bye- 
laws allow  too  many  houses  to  be  built  on  an  acre  of  ground,  and 
steps  ought  to  be  taken  to  enable  us  to  require  more  yard  space 
in  the  rear  of  houses  and  wi<ler  streets  in  front. 

The  problem  of  housing  is  a very  difficult  one,  and  how  we 
are  to  deal  with  the  lowest  strata  of  humanity  is  not  easily  to  be 
solved.  There  is  a laig.)  number  of  people  who  are  homeless,  have 
no  furniture,  no  belongings,  and  are  in  every  sense  dis[denished,. 
A rented  houije  for  sucli  people  is  im[>ossible,  and  they  can  only 
be  dealt  with  by  proper  lodging  houses. 

There  are  other  people  just  on  the  verge  of  immer^ion,  but 
who,  with  some  care,  might  be  rescued  from  the  depths  of  the 
submerged. 

The  matter  is  one  which  urgentl}"  calls  for  treatment  by  the 
Committee  and  the  Corporation,  and  I would  strongly  urge  that 
sometliing  should  be  done  on  the  lines  of  the  Glasgow  Family 
Houses  and  Common  l^odging  Houses. 

At  the  same  time  I wish  to  make  it  clear  that  I am  not 
advocating  permanent  homes  for  these  people,  but  that  those  who 
are  assisted  by  such  provision  should  bo  made  to  understand  that 
there  was  no  intention  of  doing  a'i\ay  with  their  own  respons- 
ibilities in  life,  that  they  are  simply  being  helped  to  something 
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better,  and  that  they  must  endeavour  to  attain  to  such  a position 
as  opportunity  arises. 

Rain  Water  Conductors. — The  remarks  which  I made  on 
this  subject  last  year  still  hold  good,  and  the  nuisance  caused  by 
the  present  system  continues  to  the  public  ^triment. 

Public  Conveniences  fpi^-^^i^omen.— Since  my  last  report  was 
published  a ladiesMji^^tbry  has  been  provided  at  Charing  Cross, 
providin^^^  a much  felt  want.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  work  of  the 
Department  continues  to  increase,  this  is  in  part  due  to  new 
Acts  of  Parliament,  to  the  ever-increasing  population  and 
consequent  greater  crowding,  and  also  on  account  of  the  more 
thorough  manner  in  which  examinations  are  now  made.  The 
latter  tends  to  the  advantage  of  the  public,  both  as  regards 
health  and  comfort,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  down 
public  or  private  nuisances  dangerous  to  the  community.

197  occupiers  of  workshops  have  lime  washed  their  premises 
under  inspection,  but  without  waiting  for  the  formal 
notice. 

1 case  of  overcrowding  has  been  reported  during  the  year. 

2 workshops  have  been  provided  with  w.c.  accommodation, 

where  none  previously  existed. 

10  failures  to  affix  abstract  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Act  (s.  133). 

Lists  of  out- workers  have  been  carefully  kept,  and  notices  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  given  in  my 
Report  for  1892  (pp.  57  and  58).  have  been  served  when  necessary. 

Laundries. — 253  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  53 
laundries  at  present  on  the  register. 

Bakehouses. — The  duties  involved  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Acts  relating  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  bake- 
houses have  been  put  under  a special  Inspector,  and  during  the 
year  483  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses. 

There  has  been  a very  great  improvement  secured  by  this 
systematic  inspection. 
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“Shop  Hours  Acts,  1892  and  1895.” 

In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  the  Inspector  has 
paid  275  visits  to  different  shops,  and  the  occupiers’  names  and 
addresses  have  been  placed  upon  a register  specially  kept  for  the 
purpose,  together  with  the  date  of  his  visits.

3,  7 and  8 of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  as 
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The  Midwives  Act,  1902. 

In  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  a great  deal  of  work  was  done  during  the  year:  not  only  in 
visiting  the  homes  of  midwivos,  but  in  interviewing  them  in 
connection  with  their  work  and  explaining  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  the  rules  laid  down  for  their  guidance  by  the  Central 
Mid  wives  Board. 

During  the  year  1912,  75  mid  wives  entered  their 

names  on  the  local  register  as  practising  in  the  borough, 
being  the  same  as  last  jmar,  but  names  are  constantly  being  added 
to  the  roll.  Of  the  above  75,  three  died  and  five  of  them 
subsequently  left  the  district,  and  their  names  have  been 
removed  from  the  register  accordingly.  Ten  midwives  gave 
notice  of  change  of  address,  and  one  had  her  name  taken  off 
the  register. 

During  the  year  I received  twenty-seven  complaints 
against  midwives.  All  of  these  were  carefully  investigated 
by  me  and  the  mid  wives  in  question  interviewed.  The  Inspector 
also  interviewed  12  midwives  on  minor  matters  where  no 
complaint  had  been  made. 

Notices  were  received  from  midwives  of  61  still  births  (26  male 
and  35  female)  having  occurred  ; and  156  cases  were  notified  in 
which  medical  aid  had  been  called  in. 

The  Inspector  of  midwives  paid  155  visits  of  inspection  to 
mid  wives,  and  I also  inspected  the  bags  and  registers  of  a 
considerable  number. 

I received  great  assistance  in  connection  with  enquiries 
under  this  Act  from  the  Female  Health  Visitors  of  the 
Birkenhead  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
who  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  by  special 
arrangement,  and  a number  of  reports  were  made  by  them  to 
me  in  important  cases. 

67  cases  of  unnotified  births  occurred.  25  of  these  were 
attended  by  medical  practitioners,  14  by  certified  midwives  and 
18  by  uncertified  handy- women. 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

This  Act  was  adopted  in  the  Borough  on  January  3rd,  1912, 
and  three  women  Health  Visitors  were  appointed  in  connection 
with  carrying  out  the  wmrk. 

The  following  is  a record  of  the  cases  visited  by  the  women 
Health  Visitors  during  1912,  viz.  : — 

3407  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes. 

1 172  re-visits  were  made. 

3134  infants  were  found  to  be  breast  fed. 

273  infants  were  fed  on  artificial  foods. 

Medical  attention  was  advised  in  116  cases  and  104  cases  of 
opthalmia  were  carefully  watched  and  recovery  resulted  in  each 
case. 


7 ca'^es  of  nuisance  were  reported  to  the  Nuisance  Depart- 
ment. 5 cases  were  referred  to  the  Charity  Organisation  Society. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  of  the  Society  for  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  with  whom  we  work  jointly  in  regard  to  the 
Health  Visitors,  have  allowed  extra  nourishment  in  the  case  of 
43  children,  and  milk  and  cereals  to  91  nursing  mothers.

No-one  applied  to  be  cleansed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  but  special  baths  are  provided  for  this  purpose  at 
the  disinfecting  station  in  Corporation  Road. 
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Seizure  and  Destruction  of  Unwholesome  Meat,  Fish, 
and  Vegetables. 

The  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  has  furnished  the  following 
particulars  of  moat,  &C.,  unfit  for  human  food,  seized  and  de- 
stroyed during  1912. 

The  total  weight  of  the  meat  destroyed  amounted  to  29 1 *2 1 tons. 
Stime  of  this  was  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  butchers,  they 
having  called  the  Inspector’s  attention  to  it.

In  the  case  of  Milk  sample  No.  50,  reported  to  contain  3 per 
cent  of  added  water,  the  bottle  containing  the  portion  intended 
for  the  Public  Analyst  was  unfortunately  broken  in  transit 
through  the  Post  Office,  and  consequently  the  sample  could  not 
be  ofificially  analysed. 


The  third  portion  of  the  sample  retained  by  the  Inspector 
was  subsequently  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  with  the  result 
above  stated. 


It  may  be  explained  that  this  sample  was  taken  in  course  of 
delivery  from  a farmer  to  a shopkeeper  at  the  same  time  as 
sample  No.  51,  reported  to  contain  5 per  cent  of  added  water,  was 
obtained,  and  upon  proceedings  being  taken  against  the  farmer 
the  Magistrates  dismissed  the  case  upon  payment  by  the  farmer 
of  16/6  costs,  as  shewn  in  the  following  schedule.

Further  samples  of  Milk  were,  however,  taken  in  course  of 
d'divery  to  the  shopkeeper  from  the  wholesale  dealer  and  the 
fanners  in  connection  with  sample  No.  137,  and  as  upon  analysis 
tlie  samples  (Nos.  138,  139,  1 10  and  141)  were  found  adulterated, 
proceedings  were  taken  with  the  results  shewn  in  the  following 
schedule. 

In  connection  with  samples  Nos.  288,  301,  308  and  309,  it 
may  be  explained  that  sample  No.  288  was  purchased  from  a 
small  shopkeeper  in  the  Borough,  and  sample  No.  301  from  a 
wholesale  milk  dealer  in  course  of  delivery  to  the  small  shopkeeper. 

Samples  Nos.  308  and  309  were  taken  in  course  of  delivery 
from  the  farmer  supplying  the  wholesale  milk  dealer  above 
mentioned,  and  when  the  four  cases  came  before  the  Court  the 
Magistrates  ordered  the  small  shopkeeper  (No.  288)  and  the 
wholesale  dealer  (No.  301)  to  pay  the  costs,  and  tinel  the  farmer 
40/-  and  costs  in  each\)f  the  two  cases  Nos.  308  and  309. 

In  the  case  of  a sample  of  Butter  (No.  3)  reported  to  contain 
lO'o  per  cent  of  water,  or  *5  per  cent  more  than  allowed  by  the 
“Sale  of  Butter  Regulations,  1902,”  proceedings  were  not 
instituted  against  the  shopkee^r,  but  full  particulars  respecting 
the  sample  were  supplied  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisherie.s. 

With  reference  to  the  7 samples  of  Butter,  4 of  Cheese,  3 of 
^-otfee  and  2 of  Lard  taken  informally,  they  were  found  pure.

Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1886. 

The  Milkhouses. — The  regulation  of  dairies,  cowsheds,  and 
milk-shops,  and  the  supervision  of  milk-sellers,  has  had  systematic 
attention  for  a number  of  years.  Special  care  is  taken  that  the 
ventilation,  lighting,  cleansing,  draining,  and  water  supply  of 
premises  used  for  milk-trade  are  thoroughly  efficient.  The  register 
of  milk-sellers  is  revised  week  by  week.  The  total  number  of 
milk-shops  is  196,  in  addition  there  are  19  purveyors  of  milk, 
9,  cowsheds,  and  49  farmers  resident  outside  the  Borough, 
registered  to  purvey  milk  inside  the  Borough. 

Twice  every  year  notice  is  sent  to  all  the  milk-sellers  requiring 
that  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  every  room  in  the  occupation  of 
Registered  Milk-sellers,  used  for  storage  or  sale  of  milk,  shall  be 
lime-washed,  that  is  to  say,  in  March  and  September ; but  if  the 
walls  are  painted,  then  they  must  be  washed  and  thoroughly 
cleansed  twice  every  year,  in  March  and  September.

VITAL  AND  MORTAL  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

Area — The  Borough  has  an  area  of  3850  acres,  or  a little 
more  than  six  square  miles. 

Population — The  Census  was  taken  in  England  and  Wales 
on  April  2nd,  1911,  and  the  result  as  given  in  the  Preliminary 
Report  on  the  same  showed  the  number  of  persons  in  Birkenhead 
to  be  130,832,  being  19,9 i 7 in  excess  of  the  number  enumerated 
in  the  Census  taken  on  April  1st,  1901.  The  complete  Census 
Report  shows  the  population  to  be  130,794. 
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For  the  purposes  of  this  Annual  Report  an  estimate  is 
required  of  the  number  of  persons  livinj^  at  Midsummer, 
1912,  and  I have  estimated  that  on  the  30th  June  of  that 
year  the  population  was  133,521,  and  on  this  estimate  have 
based  the  following  statistics. 

At  the  time  of  the  1901  Census  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  was  19,744,  giving  an  average  number  of  persons  per 
house  of  5*6;  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  at  the  time 
of  the  1911  Census  was  24,343  giving  an  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  of  5*3.

The  number  of  houses  demolished  since  taking  of  Census  in  1911 
was  47,  namely,  3 in  1911  and  44  in  1912,  a net  gain  of  428. 
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I am  again  able  to  repeat  that  the  Flealth  returns  and  the 
I3irth  aim  Death  rates  for  the  Borough  are  in  every  way 
satisfactory,  and  it  will  be  a matter  of  gratification  to  the  Health 
Committee  to  find  that  notwithstanding  the  steady  growth  in  the 
population  which  is  taking  place,  as  shown  by  the  last  Census, 
and  the  consequent  considerable  increase  of  density,  or  in  other 
words,  number  of  persons  per  acre,  yet  their  efforts  to  maintain  a 
high  state  of  sanitation  in  the  Borough  have  borne  fruit  in  a 
marked  degree,  and  in  a continued  improvement  in  the  public 
health. 


As  I have  repeatedly  pointed  out  the  increase  of  the  density 
of  population  in  the  absence  of  the  counteracting  influence  of 
sanitary  work  would  probably  have  greatly  increased  the 
mortality,  and  the  improvement  indicated  could  not  possibly 
have  taken  place.

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Births  and  Deaths  in  Birkenhead. — During  the  year  1912 
the  returns  of  the  local  regis'rars  recorded  3797  births  and  1964 
deaths  in  the  Borough  of  Birkenhead.  The  natural  increase  in 
the  population  in  1912  was  therefore  1833.  Of  the  births  1924 
were  males  and  1873  were  females;  of  the  deaths  1023  were  males 
and  941  were  females. 


Further  particulars  as  to  the  births  and  deaths  in  the  Borough 
registered  in  each  quarter  of  the  year,  and  in  each  township  are 
given  in  the  subjoined  table.  Those  occurring  in  Union  Work- 
house  are  entered  separately.  Twenty-three  births  have  been 
subsequently  transferred  by  the  Eegistrar  General  to  other 
districts.

* This  is  the  revised  rate  after  the  Eegistrar  General  has 
transferred  births  from  other  towns.  It  cannot  be  compared  with 
other  towns  unless  we  had  all  their  revised  rates. 
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The  proportion  of  Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  year  to  the 
Births  registered. — Tlie  proportion  in  Birkenhead  Borough  in  1912 
was  equal  to  98  per  1000,  and  compares  very  favourably 
with  that  of  other  towns.  It  varied  greatly  in  the  different 
towns  in  the  . District — from  145  in  Burnley,  125  in  TV^igan, 
118  in  Blackburn,  123  in  Preston,  107  in  Stockport,  98  in  Bolton, 
117  in  Oldham,  124  in  St.  Helens,  123  in  Liverpool,  121  in  Man- 
chester, 108  in  Bootle,  to  98  in  Birkenhead. 

Tabular  Statements. — In  the  appendix  to  this  Report  are 
tabular  statements  of  the  year’s  mortality  within  the  Borougli, 
classified  according  to  the  diseases,  ages  and  localities,  a weekly 
register  of  deaths  and  of  meteorological  results,  together  witli  a 
return  of  the  deaths  in  the  Birkenhead  Union  Hospital  and 
Workhouse,  etc. 

Table  I.  shows  the  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  Borough 
during  1912,  arranged  with  reference  to  the  age  at  which  death 
occurred  in  each  case.  They  are  disposed  in  four  sub-tables — the 
deaths  in  the  townships  of  Birkenhead  and  Claughton  in  the 
first,  deaths  in  Tranmere  (exclusive  of  the  Union'  premises)  and 
Oxton  in  the  second,  the  deaths  in  the  incorporated  portion  of 
Higher  Bebington  in  the  third,  and  the  deaths  in  the  Union 
Hospital  and  Workhouse  in  the  fourth.  The  deaths  of  infants 
are  entered  up  in  three  columns — those  under  one  year,  those  of 
one  year  and  under  two  years,  and  those  turned  two  years  and 
under  five.  Then  follow  the  deaths  of  children  and  young 
persons,  those  turned  five  years  and  under  twenty  ; and  of  adults 
those  turned  twenty  and  under  forty,  and  those  turned  forty  and 
under  sixty.  In  the  last  two  columns  are  the  deaths  of  old 
people,  those  turned  sixty  and  under  eighty,  and  those  of  eighty 
and  upwards.  Reference -^o  this  table  will  show  that,  of  the 
gross  local  mortality  for  1912,  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  accounted  for  371,  those  over  one  year  but  under  five 
years  of  age  267,  children  and  young  persons  133,  adults  622, 
old  people  sixty  years  of  age  and  upwards  571. 
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The  relative  proportion  of  deaths  in  1912  among  the  infants, 
children  and  young  persons,  adults  and  old  people,  to  the  whole 
number  of  deaths,  in  certain  sub-divisions  of  the  borough,  in  the 
premises  controlled  tlie  Guardians  of  tlie  Poor,  and  in  the 
entire  incorporated  area,  is  readily  shown  in  tabular  form,  thus  : —

In  this  respect  the  local  mortality  compares  favourably  with 
the  mortality  in  most  great  cities  and  boroughs.  The  percentages 
taken  out  for  Bebington  have  little  significance,  the  number 
of  deaths  being  so  small. 

The  Registrar  General  states  that  the  factor  for  correcting 
the  general  death  rate  for  Birkenhead  for  1912  is  1*0321. 

Table  II.  is  the  weekly  register  of  deaths  in  the 
Borough  of  Birkenhead  for  1912.  The  deaths  are  entered  into 
three  sub-tables,  representing  Birkenhead ; Claughton,  Tranmere, 
Oxton  and  Bebington,  and  the  Union  Hospital  and  Workhouse 
Table  III.  is  a summary  of  the  weekly  register  of  deaths. 
Table  IV.  is  a Weekly  Condensed  Register  of  Meteorological 

Results.  Table  V.  is  a street  register  of  deaths.

The  Classification  of  Death  Causes. — The  causes  of  death, 
as  tliey  appear  in  Tables  I.  and  II.  in  the  appendix,  are 
systematically  classified  according  to  the  principles  laid  down  by 
the  late  Dr.  W.  Farr,  the  nosology  l>eing  that  adopted  by  the 
Registrar-General  until  within  the  last  few  years,  which  experience 
has  shown  to  be  well  suited  for  statistical  purposes.  The  death 
causes  are  arranged  under  classes  and  orders,  the  latter  corres- 
ponding to  the  families  of  Natural  History.  Genera,  or  what  in 
diseases  would  be  varieties,  are  not  distinguished.  All  death 
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causes  are  thus  conveniently  classified  under  140  heads,  some  of 
which  however,  Include  diseases  very  distinct  from  one  another. 

At  the  beginning  of  Table  I.  are  the  totals  of  deaths  fro’u  all 
causes,  and  on  the  next  line  t!ie  totals  of  deaths  from  specified 
causes.  The  deaths  which  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  unspecified 
causes  are  not  only  those  ascribe  1 ia  legal  phraseology,  to 
“visitation  of  God”  or  “natural  causes,”  but  those  which,  with 
almost  equal  vagueness,  are  clas'^itied  as  due  to  “ tumour,” 
“coma,”  etc.  The  deaths  from  specified  causes  are  then  divided 
into  five  classes.  Class  I.  (the  zymotic)  embraces  all  diseases, 
either  epidemic,  endemic  c>r  contagious,  which  are  induced  by 
some  specific  body,  or  by  want  of,  or  by  the  bad  (juality  of  food. 
The  diseases  coming  under  Class  11.  (constitutional  or  cachetic) 
appear  to  be  due  to  a bad  habit  of  body,  and  possibly  may 
sometimes  be  hereditary.  Class  III.  takes  in  diseases  the  effects 
of  which  are  manifest  in  disturbing  or  obliterating  the  function  of 
particular  organs  or  systems.  Class  IV.  includes  the  conditions 
tending  to  produce  death  which  are  the  inci  lental  results  of  the 
formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes.  Class  V groups 
together  all  deaths  which  are  the  evi  lent  and  direct  result  of 
physical  or  chemical  forces. 

Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.  The  deaths  from  zymotic 
diseases  include  91  by  what  have  been  termed  the  chief  zymotics 
(certain  diseases  belonging  to  the  miasmatic  order),  viz  , measles 
52,  scarlatina  10,  diphtheria  17,  membranous  croup  5,  ft' vers  o, 
and  puerperal  septiceomia  2.  The  remaining  106  were  entered  to 
what  have  been  called  minor  zymotics  (diseases  less  prevahmt. 
less  fatal,  or  less  obviously  zymotic  in  character),  viz.,  whooping 
cough  49,  erysipelas  5,  influenza  11,  diarrhoea  33,  syphilis  3, 
cerebro  spinal  meningitis  2,  and  other  zymotic  diseases  3.

Ill  (;oiinection  witli  the  carryiii*^  out  of  the  provisions  of  tliis 
A(*t,  a scheme  for  the  estahlisli aieu t of  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
w is  submitteil  to  the  Health  Coiuniittee  on  the  27th  August, 
lih2,  ami  ap[)rove(l  of  by  them. 

It  p issed  the  Council  on  September  1th,  and  was  sanctioned 
by  the  I^ocal  Grovernment  Hoard  on  February  8th,  1913. 

Dr.  Cm-H  Ihanks  was  ap[)ointed  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and 
Assistant  Medical  Olffiter  of  Health  on  October  2')th,  but  did  not 
take  up  his  duties  until  1st  January,  1913. 

Inquests — The  number  of  inquests  held  during  1912  was  162, 
thus  8 per  cent,  of  the  sum  of  the  deaths  in  the  Borough 
formed  the  subject  of  official  enquiries.  Out  of  the  162  imjuests 
held,  3 were  upon  the  bodies  of  infants  whose  deaths  were 
due  to  being  overlain. 

Deaths  not  Certified. — Not  all  the  death  causes  which  are 
classitiel  repres  mt  disiases  or  symptoms  observed  and  certified 
by  me  lical  men  in  attendance  during  the  last  illness,  or  verdicts 
following  otficial  investigation.  A significant  proportion  of  the 
death  causes  are  entered  in  the  register  on  ‘the  doubtful 
testimony  of  deceased  persons’  relatives  or  friends,  or  fellow 
lodgers.  The  registrars  have,  therefore,  been  required  to  mark 
in  the  returns  furriishel,  every  death  not  certified  by  a registered 
practitioner,  or  made  the  subject  of  a coroner’s  inquest.  In 
1912,  out  of  the  1,961  deaths  registered,  7 were  marked  “not 
certified,”  that  is  0-3  per  cent.  The  causes  of  the  7 deaths 
were  entered  in  accordance  with  the  statemenls  of  persons  giving 
information  to  the  registrars  as  follows : —

Illegitimacy. — Statistics  relating  to  illegitimacy  are  impor- 
tant, not  merely  on  account  of  the  bearing  which  such  a subject 
has  upon  the  social  life  of  the  community,  but  also  with  a view 
ultimately  of  showing  to  some  extent  the  influence  which 
illegitimacy  exerts  »ipon  the  “chances  of  life”  of  infants,  as  it  is 
well  known  that  the  death-rate  of  illegitimate  children  is 
considerably  greater  than  that  of  those  Iforu  in  wedlock.  I have 


thought  it  desirable,  therefore,  to  continue  these  statistics  in  this 
report,  as  the  subject  is  one  of  some  interest.
